F Am the Light of the World, and enlighten every onethat 
cometh into the World: Chriſt hath-enlightened every one 
that cometh into the World: Thou that loveſt that Light which 
Chriſt hath enlightened thee withal, thou bringeſt thy works ta 
the Light, that thy deeds may be proved that they are 3 
in God : And he that walketh in the Light, there is no cceaſion 
of ſtumbling in him; it teacheth Righreouſneſs and Holineſs ;; 
it will kcep thee from Lying, and not let thee Lye; and keep thee 
in tenderneſs of Conſcience towards God, and man; and never 
let thee Swear, it will check thee if thou doſt; the Lighe will 
not let thee take Gods Name in vain, it will let thee ſee if thou 
doſt, thou muſt not go unpuniſhed; and will never let thee follow 
Drunkenneſs, nor vain Company; for who live in that nature 


are without God, and ſhall never inherit the Kingdom of God: 


Therefore beware, this Light will keep thee from Adultery and 
Whoredom; for ſuch will God judge: And the Light will keep 
thee from Theft, Quarrelling, and Fighting, and Abuling thy 
ſelf with Mankind, and Envy; and will keep thee in the Fear 
of God, this Light which is of God, and let thee ſee all the

the daily croſo is taken up, the fear ot the Lord grows, the true 
wiſdom increaſcrh, the errors of the wicked are diſcovered and 
ma le manifeſt, the unjuſt comes to ſutfer, the jaſt comes to rain, the 


wiſdom of the World comes to be confounded, then the Heathen. 


begin to rage, then tumults ariſe. Apd dweling in the Light, all 
Seas, and all Opinions, and Religions are diſcovered and ſtand 
naked before the Lord, and before all who are of God, and ſeen 
with the eternal eye, wbich all ar iſeth out of the earthly part, and 
the Earth is but one, and all they do raiſe their ground for the Let- 
ter, xhich is given forth from the power.

And they that hate the Light, 
go after the Error of Balam, and hold up ſuch who love the 
Wages of Unrighregüfneſs; and all who hate this Light have the 
ſpirit af Error, and they that dwell in the Light, know the ſpi- 
rit of Error, and what the ſpirit of Error follows. And all who 
hate this Light, hold up the Hirelings that Micah cried againſt 1 
and ſuch as call for the Fleece, and cloath themſelves with the 
Wool, that rebel cried agiinſt, who was in the Light, and full 
of the Spirit. Now where the ſame Light is made manifeſt, as 
was in the Prophets which ſaw Chriſt the Light ; and the Apo- 
ftles in the ſame Light which gave forth the Scripture, all the 
Sctipture is witneſſed , and here we are grounded upon the Pro- 
Pere upon the Apoſtles, and Chriſt the Corner- Stone, in the 
Eternal Light, by which we ſee the Prieſts bear rule by their 
Means now, and ſeek for their Gain from their Quarter now, 
and are greedy dumb Dogs now; nay, worſe then Ba/aam, who 
loved the Wages of Unrighteouſneſs, but durſt not take it; but 
theſe men ſue at the Law for it; worſe then Simon Magus, who 
would have bought the Spirit, but theſe ſell the Letter; this cor- 
rupt Doctrine hath long reigned, but now is made manifeſt, and 
in this Light we ſee the Hirelings that preach peace, but he that 
puts not into. their Moutbet, they prepare war againſt him; and by 
which Light,we ſee Teachers,who profels they are ſent of Chriſt, 
to be in the Seat of the Scribes and Phariſees, and are called of 
men Maſters, and-have the chiefeſt places, going in their long 
Robes, love ſalutations in the Markets, have the upper · moſt Seats 
at Feaſts, and under pretence of making long Prayers, devour 
Widdows Houſes, which Chriſt cried wo againſt, and ſuch we 
cannot own as ſent of Chriſt, nor hold up; for if we ſhould, we 
ſhould deny the Scriptures, and hold. up that which Chriſt for- 
bids; and if we ſhould hold up them who rule by-their Means, 
| | we 
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we ſhould deny feremiah to bes ad Propher, who cried againſt 
ſach;and if we ſhould hold vp ſuch as cry for gain from their quar- 
ter, we ſhould deny Iſaiab, who was ſent to cry againſt ſuch and 
if we ſhould hold up ſuch as go for gifts and rewards, who love the 
wapes of unrighteouſneſs, we ſhould deny the Apoſtle, who cried 4 

againſt ſuch, for the ſame Light is mavifeſt, Praiſed be the Lord, 
Cod, by which they are ſeen, and cannot be owned, but muſt be 
denied, às they were by the Prophets, by Chriſt, by the Apoſtles; 
and if we ſhould hold up ſuch thatſay; Revelations are ceaſed, we 
ſhonld deny the Son, as they do, for none knows the Father but the 
Son, and he to whom the Son reveals him, and ſo we deny thoſe to 
know any thing of Chriſt, or to be ſent of Thrift, which deny the 
Son, and deny Revelations; for the Apoſtle, was not a Miniſter f 
| 


of God, nor a Miniſter of Chriſt, till the Son was revealed in him, 
and then he Preiched him, and Preached the Kingdom of God, ſo 
all who deny Revelations, deny the Son and the Father both, and 
live in their imaginations of the Letter: And the Apoſtle exhorts 
the Saints to have the loins of their minds girded vp, and hope to | 
theend, for the _ that was to be brought to them at the reve- 5 
lation of Jeſus Chriſt ; now he was a Miniſter, and did exhort to | 
wait for the Revelation of Jeſus Chriſt ; but now thou that denies 
revelations, doſt declare thy ſelf openly tobe no Miniſter, and ) 
raceth thy ſelf out from among the Miniſters of Chriſt, and thou [ 
oeſt in the ways of Cain, thou art raced out from Abel, for in thy 
eart lodgeth Perſecution, and thy mouth utters it, and thy hand 
acts it. And you that ſpeak a Divination of your own heart, are 
raced out from them who ſpeak from the mouth of the Lord, fer 
the Prophets of the Lord cried out ever againſt ſuch, -and ſo they | 
do now : and yethat ſeek for gain from your quarter, are-they . 
that are raced out ſrom the true Prophets of God; they cried out | 
againſt you, and the ſame Light er ies out againſt you now, other- 
wiſe the Prophets ſhould be made of none effect, for they ſpoke 
-forth freely, and ſo — do now that ſpeak forth the ſame Light; iy 
the Light is free, which hath enlightned every one that comes into 
the World; thou that hates it, has learned thy condemnation , 
it lets thee ſee all the evil deeds of thy heart. And the Goſpel is 
free to every creature, not to be bought and ſold for mony : Oh 
thameleſs men, that tell People the Letter is the Word, and buy 
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and fell it for money, which is pry e of the Word, ant 
| the Grace is free, which hath appeared to all men, which is the 

Saints Teacher, & you need not have any Teacher, if you own the 
Grace, which ſhews your Ungodlineſs and worldly Luſt : this 
Grace will teach you to deny it, and the Light which hath enlight- 
4 ned every one that comes into the World, there's every one of your 
condemnation in particular that hates it; and theres every one 
of your Teachers that loves it, which is but one, and will open all 
the Fig ures, and the Parables, and Types to you: and waiting in 
it, it will guide you to God; there is your Teacher, there is your 
condemnation : every one of you ſhall eternally witneſs me, to that 
which exerciſeth your conſcience do I ſpeak; for now the mighty 
day of the Lord is coming, meet him, by putting off your works of 
darkneſs. God that made the World, and all things in it, dwels 
ia Temples made with hands, neither will be worſhiped with 
Mens inventions: but Jracl, when he had forgotten his Maker, 
builded Temples; and udab builded fenced Cities: but the Lord 
will ſend a fire to devour them, and all your Songs ſhall be tur n- 
| ed into Mourning, the mouth of the Lord bath ſpoken it. Oh 
then, all ye that profeſs, ſee that you poſſeſs; and profeſs ne. 
: more than you are. G. F.
